'STONE OF SCONE." 


The Enterprising Schoolboy Who Slept In 


the Coronation Chair. 


It is a long walk from the dining 


room of tho Westminster school to tho 
coronation chair, which stands behind 
tho old Btone screen just back of tho 
altar in the abbey, bat there is an in- 
teresting correction between tho two. 
This chair, as is well known, is>a rndc, 
heavy oak chair, much •worn by time. 
It contains the "Stone of Scone" and 
vas muds by the order of Edward I in 
1397, and every English sovereign einco 
then has sat in it to be crowned. 


A stout railing in front of tho chair 


restrains the crowd of visitors from 
coming near, but if they \vero allowed 
to examine it as closely as I moo for- 
tnnate enough to do thoy would find 
cnt boldly into the solid oak Eeat in 
sneh sprawling letters as the school- 
boy's knife makes upon his desk, "P. 
Abbott slept in this chair Jau. 4. 1801." 
P. Abbott, it seems, waa a Westminster 
schoolboy, mid a tradition, which there 
is every reason to believe is true, tells 
that ha made a wager with a school- 
mate that he dare stay in the nbboy all 
night alone. 


In order to win hia wager he bid in t 


tome corner of the old building until! 
the doors wcro locked for tho night and [ 
thus was left alone there. Fearing, 
however, that when morning came the 
boy with whom ho had made tho bet 
would disbelieve his statement that ho 
had won it, lie determined to havo 
aomo proof of the fact, and so spant tho 
hours of the early uiorniuR iu carving 
on. tho coronation cbair tho seiitenco 
which, even now, nearly a century aft- 
er, bears witness for him. It is disap- 
pointing that the tradition does not 
record jnst what form aud amount of 
punishment was visited upon the lad 
for his escapade, and that history does 
not tell us of his later yeare. I wonder 
whether the courage and grit which 
this deed manifested foretold an ener- 
getic, successful life or was .dissipated 
in mere bravado. —Mas Bennett Thrash- 
er in bt Nicholas.

A PRINTER KILLED. 


His Body Found on the Boston and Al- 


bany Railroad Saturday. 


'. Kennedy of Turners Falls worked 


in the TRANSCRIPT composing room last 
Wednesday and left the city Thursday. 
He waa what is known to the craft as a 
"tourist." His dead body was found 
on the tracks of the Boston and Albany 
railroad at Westfield Saturday morning. 
The legs were badly mangled and crushed' 
bnt aside from that the body was not 
bruised. Marks along the track showed 
that he was dragged quite a distance and 
it is surmised that he either fell from 
some freight train or else was killed while 
attempting to catch a ride. 


He had a copy of a Pittsfield paper 


under his coat as a chest protector. 
In 


his pockets were found a letter and a 
typographical • union ticket, it being 
issued by branch number 13 of Boston. 
His name, "W. F, Kennedy," was written 
across one end of it. He was identified by 
Michael Marooney, a mason, who for- 
merly lived in Turners falls. 
Kennedy 


has worked in printing offices at tpyeset- 
ting all over New England. His father, 
John Kennedy, and a brother were in 
Westfield Sunday and the body was taken 
to Turners Falls today. - 


A FATAL MISTAKE. 


Drank From the Wrong Bottle and Died In 


a Short Time. 


Charles F. Jackson, 43, of Great Bar- 


rlngton, made a fatal mistake Sunday 
morning while cleaning a saloon in that 
town. He took a bottle Irom the ice 
chest, which he supposed contained Sara- 
toga water, and drank a portion. Turn, 
ing to his companion, he remarked that it 
was bitter, and wua told that he had 
taken the wrong bottle. Jackson started 
at once for the office of Dr. Beebe, and 
succeeded in reaching the door of the 
office, where he fell, and before anything 
could be done for him he died. Upon in- 
vent ation it was found that the victim 
had aken a solution of cyanide of potash > 
i-sed for cleaning brass work in the sa- 
loon.

What the Young Mao Should Do With His 


First Ballot. 


Rev. F. D. Penney preached an able and 


timely discourse at the Baptist church 
Sunday evening. His subject woe: "The 
Moral Supremeoy of the Suffrage; on 
What shall our Young Men Do with their 
First Vote." The text was John vm:32: 
"The truth shall make yon free." 


After speaking of the stirring times and 


the political situation, in which all men 
who havo reached tho age of 21 years arc 
deeply interested, Mr. Penney spoke of 
the five important events in a man's lite, 
which are birth, the reaching of his ma- 
jority, his marriage day, the choice of a 
profession, and death. 


Of these five epochs in a man's life, Mr 


Penney considered tho time when he 
comes of age the most important. He 
then finds himself free to map out his 
own course and looks forward to tho 
future filled with hope and ambition. 
And at this time a question of great im- 
portance and significance arises. It is, 
what shall he do with his ballot. The 
man who sells his vote has no compreb'en- 
siou of its importance. Tho ballot is like 
a pebblo in a sling, which may be used to 
slay a giant, but it mast be used. 


Every young man should be oil guard 


against temptation to sell his rote. The 
events of the present year are conducive 
to independent thought. We are not to 
be governed by what our fathers did, ex- 
cept as they taught us to stand for the 
right. It is the young man's duty first to 
decide where the truth and the right 
lie, and to support 
the candidates 


who represent truth and right. A man 
can be a traitor with his ballot as well as 
with a bullet, bat with free libraries and 
newspapers within the reach of all, every 
one can be prepared to make a proper 
use of his ballot. 
As we look to the 


great contest so soon to be settled at the 
polls we should remember God and caat 
our ballots In favor of the causes which 
we believe to stand for patriotism, holi- 
ness and righteousness. 


The sermon was wholly free from parti- 


san bias, something which cannot be said 
of many of the sermons delivered in vari- 
ous parts of the country during the past 
few weeks, and was calculated to rouse 
young men to a perception of the mighty 
importance of the ballot and to stimulate 
them to a wise and discriminating use o^ 
it.

The Academy of Sciences was led to in- 


vestigate the mutter by Dr. Crotte's asser- 
(ion that by his treatment ho had within 
t he last few months succeeded in curing or 
ut least in greatly improving tho condition 
of COO out of 800 patients who luid followed 
liis treatment. His patients are said to bo 
almost exclusively persons who had been 
pronounced incumblo by hospital doctors. 
They are men, women and children belong- 
ing to the poorer classes of society ai.d cou- 
tequeiitij' living imder unfavorable hy- 
gienic conditions, whom ho treats gratui- 
tously. His method comprise*; tho use of 
electricity and of antiseptics. 


The result of tha inquiry instituted by 


the Academy of Sciences will be awaited 
•with considerable Interest not only by 
medical men, but perhaps moro especially 
by tho general public, for if Dr. Crotfco's 
:ucthod proves only half as effectual us he 
Eifiinns it does it will be a great boon to 
humanity.

Coinage Unconditionally? 


Mr. VTilliam J. Bryan aud the other 


gentlemen named or nny other advocate 
of free silver coinage is now challenged 
to answer these questions: 


First.—If those who now oppose you 


•will support you in legislation for open- 
ing the mints of the United States to 
the free coinage of silver bullion at the 
ratio of 16 to 1, coupled with a repeal 
of the legal tender provision by which 
these dollars are now given a forced cir- 
culation, will you accept that measure? 
If yon do not accept, then- 


Second.—Is not your advocacy of the 


free coinage of silver bullion at the ratio 
of 16 to 1 wholly insufficient for your 
purpose? 


Third.—Do you not intend to main- 


tain an act of legal tender under which 
you and your supporters intend to force 
the people of this country to accept 
standard silver dollars at the ratio of 
$1.29 in gold whether you succeed or 
not in raising the bullion ralne of sil- 
ver to that price in gold? 


To Mr. Bryan certain questions must 


be put in yet more distinct terms. You 
have been a conspicuous advocate of 
personal liberty and of free trade in 
goods. On -what ground do you and your 
supporters propose to deprive the people 
of this country of free trade or free 
choice in money? On what ground do 
yon deny the right of private contract?

Lady Anne won the lifelong attach- 


ment of the prince regent. She died in 
1825, in her seventy-fourth year. No 
one has •• ever questioned Lady Anne 
Barnard's claim to the authorship of 
the words of "Auld Robin Gray," and, 
thqugh I am not going to cast doubt 
upon the word of the writer at this late 
day, it is necessary to mention that
